WINDSOR, Engiand, Feb. 15 (CP)—The coffin of 
George VI sank slowly from sight today, bearing a be- 
loved , sovereign to join his ancestors within the tomb of 
kings. 


In a service of medieval splendor, surrounded by those 
he loved, the chiefs of many countries, the humble and 
exalted of his own estate, the “Good King” who did not 
want to rule, was gently laid to rest amid a universal hush 
and general mourning.

At the close of the 26-minute service the Royal Family left the 
chapel by a side door. Queen Elizabeth and the Duke of Edinburgh 
kissed the Queen Mother on the cheek just before they stepped 
into a waiting limousine. 

Queen Mary, 84, stayed in London and waved her farewell from 
2 window of Marlborough House. But the widowed Queen Mother 
Elizabeth was here with Princess Margaret.to hear the choir sing 
the hymn she and the new Queen had chosen

There 
was Winston Churchill, the servant of four sovereigns; there were 
seven sovereigns from other countries, United States Secretary of 
State Acheson representing President Truman, and the ambassador 
of Russia. 

There was also General Eisenhower, who led Commonwealth 
soldiers as well as Americans against the Nazis while the King 
stood unflinching beside his people in this island Hitler coveted. 
And by the turn of time, the dignitaries invited to the funeral 
included the chancellor of a new Germany.

He is then driven 
Some ten miles along slippery roads 
and throygh the heavy traffic of various 
towns to the neatest railway station, 
Here he is jostied by the cranky morn 
ing crowds on a cold, windswept and 
dirty railway platform while gigantic 
tfaing, Half a mile long? Hee ny? at east 
one a minute, Finally his own train stops 
and he is swept inside by a stampede of 
angry commuters, 4ll with a high stand- 
ard of living,.a stomach ulcer and a 
harassed look, One is Wiéky to get a 
seat on the train and sit there for an 
hour and tén minutes while it wallows 
into the Grand Ceéntfal, 


TT Grand Central at about 9 am 
presents a sight very much, I 
imagine, like the buffalo herds of the 
Canadian prairies before the white man 
arrived, except that these herds are in 
& greater hurry. Only an experienced 
half-back can buck this line 4 
But if one survives, this is by no 
means the end of the journey.

Standard the world has ever knd@wn, It 
involvés a gigantic use of goods in great 
housés, ih automobiles, railways, sub- 
ways, elevatots and every imaginable 
gadget to save mén's labor. Never has 
80 Much labor bé@n saved before in any 
single part of the earth's surface, Never 
have people toiled so hard to avoid work 
Statistically, never have théy Hadsit so 
good, Never has so much money been 
owned ard spent. And never have any 
people had so little to show for their 
money, 


QVHEN I hear statisticians prove by 

indubitable figures that the living 
standard -of Canada is lower than that 
of the United States I shall remember 
my lost week-end in Connécticut. When 
I héar my friends tell me they aré poor 
in Victoria I shall advise them to sample 
just for ome day the opulence of: the 
millionaire’s paradise on thé outskirts 
of Néw York. When I hear of young 
mén leaving this country. to secure 
the larger rewards of a richer civiliza- 
tion I shall not try to stop them. They 
will find out the truth for themselves 
When I encounter my next statistician 
I shall kill hin as painlessly as possible 
before he can spread any more of his 
accurate figures which turn the truth 
upside down. 


NOW this is written very early in the

What a lovely sound 
that word has this morning as one pre- 
pares to ridé on the high standard, éling- 
ing to a subway strap among the happy 
millionairés, into the richést and poorest 
city of men.

N THE case of India the people of 

that country wished to establish an 
independent republic with an_ elected 
president as the highest officer of the 
state.

It Was agreed, accordingly, that India 
would not extend allegiance to the Brit- 
ish Crown and would not recognize the 
British Throne as sovereign. India would, 
however, recognize the Crown as the 
symbol of the unity of the Common- 
wealth and thus attach hérself to that 
union through this recognition. 

This is not mere hairsplitting over 
titles and terms, It is a vital matter in 
the feeling of the Indians, on the one 
hand, afd an important demonstration 
of the British and Commonwealth ca 
pacity for adjustment, on the other, 

The Crown is accepted by the In- 
dians as the symbol of Commonwealth 
unity. It may be accepted, equally, by 
all. the Commonwealth members as a 
symbol of their true freedom 

It is because of this freedom that 
these differing peoples in many parts 
of the world can take deep and honest 
pride in.their sovereign. The bonds of 
loyal esteem are stronger and -richer 
than they could possibly be by any bonds 
of force, :

Distinguished - looking 
dians, Britons, Americans, 
Frenchmen, Dutchmen and 
Italians crowd the lounge of the 
Grand Hotel. They are members 
of eclipse expeditions, arriving 
in a steady stream for weeks. 

E-Day is Feb. 25. At 11 am 
the moon will blot out the sun for 
three minutes, Those three min 
utes will be the climax of months 
of preparation and planning. 

The time, place and season for 
this eclipse are _ particularly 
propitious. Meteorological. and 
atmospheric conditions are likely 
to be good. The sun itself will 
be turning its most favorable 
face towards the earth, since the 
group of sunspots recently visible 
will by then have largely dis- 
appeared 

The interaction between the 
sun's radiations and the earth's 
atmosphere provides some of the 
main problems in - the -coming 
eclipse. Several are being in- 
vestigated for the first time. 

In addition to the work of 
radio-astronomers, direct solar 
observations will be made to col 
lect further data about the com- 
position and temperature of the 
sun, Other parties will examine

Britain and all the Commonwealth fell silent for two minutes 
at the hour of the funeral.
